last. Friday night which was large- 
ly attended. 
Several boys from 
Safford 
attended, 
and went there 
woll loaded with bug juice. 
This 
fact led them 
to believe that thoy 
were the owners of the earth and 
all tho fruit thereof, 
and proceed- 
ed to demonstrate this fact by un- 
dertaking to run tho dance accord- 
ing to their 
own 
peculiar 
ideas. 
Their method of conducting things 
did not suit tho managers of tho 
ball and one after 
another of tho 
disturbers 
were ejected from the 
ball room and compelled to leave. 
On Friday J. 1. Welkcr went
